graphically  ? — cannot  be  claimed  or  con¬ 
sidered  to  have  been  settled,  or  hardly 
entered  upon.  Bloomfield  appears  to 
have  been  defeated,  but  it  was  not 
through  a  series  of  mistakes  iu  spelling, 
but  through  errors  in  the  inunogement 
of  the  match  on  her  side. 

The  words  spelled  by  Bloomfield  were 
chosen  by  the  Montclair  leader,  and  vice 
versa.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  real 
issue  was  nullified  by  this  unheard  of  aud 
almost  impracticable  method.  The  ques¬ 
tion  was  not  “which  leader  is  most  ex¬ 
pert  at  selecting  words  ?” — an  issue 
which  nobody  need  care  to  raise, — but 
simply  on  the  spelling.  This  fatal  mis¬ 
take  in  the  mode  of  apportioning  the 
words,  was  pointed  out  iu  ample  time, 
but  the  laws  of  the  Medes  und  Persians 
could  not  be  changed.  There  were  oth¬ 
er  considerations  which  served  to  handi¬ 
cap  or  hamper  Bloomfield  iu  this  race, 
but  we  need  not  enumerate  them.  Here 
is  the  result  of  the  spelling,  the  figures 
indicating  the  number  of  words  mis¬ 
spelled  :
